While we believe that good work has been done in most of 
our schools during the past year, we wish to call the attention 
of parents to two difficulties which seriously affect the success 
of our scholars and teachers. An examination of the proper 
columns in the statistical report will show a very small average 
attendance, when compared with the whole number of 
scholars. An inquiry into the state of discipline in some of 
our schools will reveal a loose, unsatisfactory condition. These 
matters cannot be rightly adjusted without the hearty and 
kindly co-operation of parents with the teacher and school 
board. Our schools are gradually becoming better graded, the 
standard of scholarship is becoming higher, the management is 
nearly uniform, and we have sufficient funds to give every boy 
and girl in town a first-class common school education. Now 
let us avail ourselves of the golden opportunity by keeping our 
children at school as constantly as possible ; and let us do all 
in our power to build up and foster a healthy public sentiment 
in regard to the discipline of our schools. We believe that our 
teachers should meet for consultation, comparison of methods 
of instruction, etc., and we shall endeavor to arrange for such 
meetings during the ensuing year. Wedo not think it neces- 
sary to treat each school singly in this report. Constant em- 


ployment is the highest praise we can give a teacher. Weare at 
times obliged to make changes for the general good, when no 
serious fault can be found with the teacher. 

Roll of honor and statistical table appended give all general 
facts as to attendance, studies, etc., of all the scholars.
